NEW CABINET LINE-UP POR UNITY: PANEL-DISCUSSION 
Seoul CHOSON ILBO in Korean } Sep 80 p 3, Seoul U.S. Embassy translation 


| Summary | «--Following hie inauguration ceremony yesterday, President Chon 
Tu=hwan today (September 2) announced the new Cabinet line-up, thereby 
completing the formation of a new government for building the promised 
democratic welfare nation in the 1980's. 


-<For Prime Minister, President Chm chose former Deputy Prime Minister 
and Minister of Economic Planning Nam Tok-u, who engineered the remarkable 
economic development of the 1970's. Many technocrats at vice-ministerial 
rank and above were selected as economic ministers. All these appoint- 
mente indicate that the government is willing to give priority to economic 


policy. 


In addition, Representative Ch'on Myong-kyu of the New Democratic Party 
[NDP], who once served as the secretary general to Kim Tae-chung, the 
opposition presidential candidate in the 8th presidential election in 
1971, wae appointed Minister of Health and Social Affairs. And Kim 
Ki-ch'ol, former constituent National Assemblyman and 3rd and 5th-term 
Assembiyman of the former Democratic Party, the predecessor of the NDP, 
was selected Minister of Communications. These two appointments give 
the impression that one important element in the formation of the new 
cabinet has been to promote notional solidarity. 


--By altering the timetable of his scheduled stay in Hawaii, Prime Min- 
ister Nam abruptly returned home a fortnight ago. At that time there 
was speculation that he might be appointed Minister of Economic Planning, 
Prime Minister, or Ambassador to the U.S. Immediately upon his return, 
he met twice with President Chun, then Standing Committee Chairman of the 
Speciai Committee for National Security Measures (SCNSM). It appeared 
almost certain, therefore, that Nam might join the new cabinet. From 
the time that he went back to Hawaii and returne. home again last week, 
speculation was afloat that he would definitely be named prime minister. 


--The background for his appointment is not known. But since having earned 
his Ph.D. in economics in the U.S., he has served as a professor at Sogang 











University, sat on the panel of college professors in charge of analye- 

ing the five-year plens, minister of finance, and deputy prime minister, 
There is no mistaking that he is an able man, well-versed both in theory 
and practical business. 


As a follower of the late Sin Ik#hui, the former Democratic Party presi- 
dential candidate who died during a stumping tour in 1956, and ae a 
cabinet member under the late President Pak Chong-hui, Nam has finely 
developed political sensibilities, Moreover, he is well versed in U.S. 
affairs. For all of those reasons, he should have been recognized early 
on ae the man best suited to tide us over the difficulties in the future. 


— .t the reception held at che Kyongbok Palace after the inaugural cere- 
mony of President Chon on September 1, there was open talk that "with the 
exception of Prime Minister Nam, none of the former cabinet ministers under 
the late President Pak will probably be named to the cabinet.” 


— .t one point, a certain university president and Professor Yi Han-ki of 
the College of Law, Seoul National University, who is also an adviser to 
the SCNSM Standing Committee Chairman, were talked about as promising 
candidates for the position of prime minister. There were also rumors 
that Representative "J", a retired general who hails from the Honam area, 
and Mr "L", an opposition elder from the same area, were also rumored to 
be in contention. 


— t was presumed that one qualified to be prime minister, to be in the 
vanguard of the new era and the new government, would be somebody who 
could marshall the popular feelings aroused by the Sabuk riot and the 
Kwangju incident, play a mediatory role between the military and the 
civilians, and can give a fresh image to the people. 


--Taking the Kwangju incident into consideration, the government seems 
even to have given serious thought to picking Representative "L", an 
influential member of the NDP, for the prime ministership. For similar 
reasons of regional consideration, Prof. Yi Han-ki from South Cholla 
Province was discussed as a hopeful until the last moment. After all, 
Yi had been given the heavy duty of the Chairman of the Board of Audit 
and Inspection. Former SNU president "S" was also on the list of pro- 
spective candidates for the position of prime minister. 


--Many were discussed as probable hopefuls for the position of deputy 
prime minister, such as Minister of Finance Yi Sung-yun, former Minister 
of Commerce and Industry Sin Pyong-hyon, Chang Tok-chin, member of the 
Economic and Scientific Council, and Mr Nam. Finaily, Minister Sin, who 
is not an advocate of rapid economic growth, was chosen, probably to 
balance out Prime Minister Nam, who has been an advocate of sustained 
economic growth. 











~eWhen there wae talk of "the shift of generations,” many speculated 
that former Ambassadcr to Geneva No Sin-yong might be appointed the 
next Poreign Minister, According to the normal seniority order, former 
Miniater Pak Tong-chin is to be succeeded by Ambassadors Yun Sok-hon, 
Kim Yong-chu, and Mun Tokechu, 


But ae the “shift of generations” came to be discussed, the names of No 
Sin=-yong, Yi Pom-aok, and Ch'oe Kwang-su came into sharp focus, In the 
end, Ambassador No, who was 4 successful ca: iidate in the 4th higher 
government examination for the foreign service, came to be appointed 
Foreign Minister. 


--Minister Pak Tong-chin has been foreign minister for four years and 
eight months, the ‘ongest tenure on record. During his time in office 
he has settled many difficult issues smoothly, such os .S. troop with- 
drawale from Korea, the Pak Tong-son scandal, and the joint Korea-Japan 
continental shelf development. 


The speculation was that he might be either retained in his post or else 
promoted to the position of prime minister. But it was said that he 
might not be picked as the prime m‘nister because he hails from tie 
Yongnam area, and under the rule of a President who comes from Yongnam, 
the appointment of a Yongnam man to the prime minister's office might 
be criticized as creating a cabinet heavily dominated by Yongnam people. 


--Former Minister of Home Affairs Kim Chong-hwan seems to have resigned 
to take moral responsibility for the disruption of internal order during 
the Sabuk riot and the Kwangju incident. In addition, Kim was senior in 
the military to the President, and this awkward position might have been 
another factor in his resignation, it is said. 


--For Minister of home affairs, former KCIA Deputy Director So Chong- 
hwa, former secretary general of the National Conference for Unifica- 
tion Pak Yong-su, and some subcommittee heads of the SCNSM were talked 
about. Most promising among them was Minister So, according to the 

speculation that the post will not be for any former military general. 


--Minister So has served as Vice Minister of Home Affairs for four years. 
He comes from a distinguished South Kyongsang family: his grandfather, 
So Sang~-kwan, once served as the Minister of Justice. 


--On the economic side, the appointment of So Sok-chun as Minister of 
Commerce and Industry was commented on as having come rather belatedly. 


— e has been deeply involved in the recent realignment of heavy and 
chemical industries, such as the merger of Hyundai International and the 
Okp-o shipyard. 














--Former Vice Minister of Finance Pak Pong-hwan wae a, >inted the Minis- 
ter of Energy and Resources, probably in consideration of hia being from 
South Cholla Province, 


~The promotion of Kim Chuenam to the post of Minister of Conatruction 
is also commented as being somewhat belated, While Vice Minister of 
Construction, he was an old=timer among vice ministers. Therefore, his 
appointment as Kyongai Provincial Governor last January stunned quite a 
few people, 


~-What has most attracted public attention in this cabinet is the appoint- 
ment of Representative Ch'on Myong-ki of the NDP as Minister of Health 
and Social Affairs. Almost no one had imagined that an opposition party 
member could be chosen for the cabinet since politicians had been casti- 
gated across-the-board exemplifying current irrationalities and absurdi- 
ties. Indeed, it was a surprise that Ch'on, former secretary general to 
Kim Tae-chung, could be named a cabinet member. 


At one point, Representative "K" of the NDP was consistently speculated 
on as 4 possible cabinet choice. In view of what has happened indica- 
tions are that political circles may be remodeled extensively, with no 
regard to the majority and minority parties. 


--Around 11 a.m. on September 2, Minister Ch'on received «4 telephone call 
from Secretary General Kim Kyong-won on behalf of the President, saying 
that "The President looks forward to working together with you.” He 
was reportedly perplexed by the call at first. About an hour later, 

he made up his mind to join the cabinet, and he received the congratula- 
tions of former Minister of Health and Social Affairs Chin Ui-chong. 


--In the case of Chairman Yi Han-ki of the Board of Audit and Inspection 
[BAI], the appointment was a surprise. Four or five former and concur- 
rent ministers of national defense and home affairs, including Minister 
of Defense Chu Yong-pok, were speculated on as prospective candidates. 


--Chairman Yi seems to have been selected chiefly in consideration of 
his integrity and clean-handedness. Shortly after the May 16th Military 
Revolution in 1961, the late President Pak Chong-hui wanted him to serve 
as an adviser in the capacity of Chairman of the Supreme Council for 
National Reconstruction (SCNR). President Pak kept sending him his 
salary as an advisor for three years, in spite of Yi's cordial refusal. 
Yi, for his part sent the money order back each time. Following the cam- 
pus turmoils and the Kwangju incident of last spring, Yi seems to have 
made a decision to do something to serve the nation. 


--Former BAI Chairman Sin Tu-yong intended to resign shortly after the 
October 26 incident because his office term was due to expire soon. It 
expired on August 31. 




















-=From the beginning, Ministers of Finance Yi Sungeyun, Minister of bdue- 
cation Yi Kyueho, and Minister of Culture and Public Intormation Yi 
Kwang=p'yo were expected to keep reapective posta, Miniater of Finance 
Yi is well known aa one of the three economic experts of Sogang Univer- 
sity, together with Prime Minister Nam lok-u and KDI Preaide.t Kia “ine 
che, 


-=Betore thia cabinet was formed the . retired army generals trom the 
same class of the Korean Milita’ y Academy asa the President had a meeting 
and resolved "not to join the cabinet so as to enable the new President 
to work better with his conviction, without being troubled by personnel 
affairs,” it was said. The replacement of former Minister of Communica- 
tions Yun Hung-chung, who was appointed shortly after the May 17th action, 
should be interpreted in this context.

KIM TAE-CHUNG') BOOK=-Tokyo, Aug 26 KYODO--A book of essays and speeches of 
South Korean dissident leader Kim Tae-Chung now facing a Seoul court-martial 
on sedition charges, will soon appear in Japan. Envier, the publisher of 
the 256=-page book, hopes readers will understand Kim is not a communist, 

as described by Seoul's martial law authorities, but a democrat, and that 
publication will aid his release. Titled Mu Kung-hwa, South Korea's national 
flower, the book contains an essay on "My Political Vision" written in 1970 
and a manuscript of his speech at a Liberal-Democratic Party meeting in 
August 1973, on the eve of his abduction from a Tokyo hotel to Seoul. It 
carries recommendations by Isaji Tanaka, justice minister at the time of 
abduction, and another Liberal-Democrat, Hirohide Ishida, the publisher 
says. This will be Kim's second book to be published by Envier, fol'owing 
one titled "Despotism and my Struggle" in 1973. [Text] [Tokyo KYODO in

GOVERNMENT'S TASK--Seoul, Sept 3 OP-KYODO--The Korean Government will make 
an all-out effort to appease the people and step up relations with the United 
States, Japan and other friendly countries, a highly-place government source 
said Wednesday. The source said that the government will seek mutual ex- 
change visits by influential figures with friendly countries, and step up 
information activity to give foreign countries the "right view" of Korea. 
The government will also take a series of measures to appease people who 
have been affected by the political situation following the assassination 

of President Park Chung Hee. One such measure was the government announce- 
ment Tuesday moderating the ban on employment of those government officials 
who were sacked for corruption and other irregularit‘es, the source saii. 
The primary task facing the new cabinet headed by Acting Prime Ministe: 

Nam Tok-u will be "to surmount economic adversity and to shore up the 
public welfare" according to the source. The importance of that task is 
indicated by the appointment of economic experts like Nam Tok-u as prime 
minister and Sin Pyong-hyon as deputy prime minister, the source said. [Text ]

According to an announcement on 7 t by the authorities concerned and 
the Resources Development Center, coal deposits were found to 
extend deep out inte the ocean bed in euch coastal areas as Kangnung, 
Pukpyong, South Chungchong Province, Kenghwa and Kimpo in Kyongei 
Province. The serious exploratory activities starting in the second 
half of thie year are designed to determine the exact quantity, the 
depth, the width, and the quality of the undersea coal deposits. 


in 1972, an undersea coal mine surwey was conducted within a wile off the 
Pohang and Kangnung areas on the east coast, and the recent excavation 
of land along these areas confirmed that the coal deposit there was wider 
and ite quality better than any other deposit on land and that it extended 
far into the ocean bed. 


The exploratory work about to begin will focus on the l-mile coastel 
areas so far unexplored. It has been confirmed that ⸗ deep-seated, rich 
belt of coal deposite about | co 5 meters wide runs along the east and 
weet coaste of Korea. Particul.cly in the case of the Kangnung area, 4 
} to S-meter-wide coal belt 200 meters deep, rare in Korea, has been 
found to contain an abundant supply of coal that extends well out to sea.

ENERGY CONSUMPTION-<Seoul Sept 2 HAPDONG-KYODO=<South Korea's energy con- 
sumption reached 17,164,000 tone during the firet half of thie year in term 
of petroleum, up only 3.7 percent from the figure reported during the like 
period a year earlier, it was learned at the Pnergy-Resources Ministry Tues~ 
day. During the first quarter of this year, the nation's energy consumption 
came to 9,731,000 tons in terms of petroleum, showing 4 rise of 7.7 percent 
over the figure registered during the same period a year ago. The nation's 
energy consumption in the year's second quarter stood at 7,433,000 tons, 

off 1.1 percent from the comparable period last year. During the year's first 
half, consumption of ofl] derivatives was 92,899,000 barrels, up 1.8 percent 
from the like period a year before, and that of electricity totaled 15,935 
million kilowatts-hours, up 5.1 percent. Coal consumption during the 
year's first half aleo marked an expansion of 18 percent over the figure 
reported during the comparable period of 1979, apparently because of the 
oil price hikes, the sources added.

POREIGN CAPITAL INDUCEMENT--Seoul Aug 23 OP-KYODO--Korea has no trouble to 
attain ite foreign capital inducement goal for thie year thanke to ite ris- 
ing credit standing in the world financial markets following the politica! 
and economic stability since June, economic planning board officials said 
Saturday. According to the officials, Korea secured more than $6.6 biliion 
in foreign loane this year as of August 15 on a contract basis, 85.7 per- 
cent of the yearly $7.7 billion target. The government plane to fill the 
remaining $1.1 billion with bank loans and short-term credits to be induced 
by state-run Korea Development Bank and two commercial banks. The amount 

of foreign loans already contracted exceeded the $6.4 billion mark the 
country induced for the whole of last year. The officials broke the figures 
down to $2.4 billion in long-ters foreign loans and foreign investments in 
the country, $850 million in bank loans, $632 aillion from the International 
Monetary Fund, $300 aillion in ewap funde and reserves at foreign banks 
operating in the country for foreign currency loans and to $2.4 billion in 
short-term credits and others.

CHINESE STAND ON KIM TAE-CHUNG--Tokyo Aug 29 KYODO--China has demanded 

the immediate release of South Korean political dissident group led by 

Kim Tae-chung being tried on charges of sedition. Radio Peking said in its 
broadcast monitored here Friday that Ni Chih Pu, president of the Central 
Executive Committee of All-China Pederation of Trade Unions, said that the 
South Korean authorities were trying to detain these opposition leaders in 
prison, question thee on their indictments and kill them on charges of 
sedition and conspiring to overthrow the Korean Government. Speaking 

at 4 press interview with Chinese WORKERS’ DAILY, Ni was quoted by Padio 
Peking a8 saying that newly-named President Chon Tu-hwan was striving to 
suppress the moves by these political dissident leaders, aimed at restor- 
ing democracy in South Korea. Chon's act dealt serious blows to the world- 
wide movement to protect democracy and freedom of all people, Ni said. The 
trade union president said that Chinese workers were showing serious con- 
cern over the new South Korean Government's gove to suppress these leaders 
fighting for the “orean people's fundamental rights. He aleo stressed that 
China demanded the tamediate release of those persons who were detained 
illegally by the Korean authorities.

EXPORTS TO SOUTHEAST ASIA, MIDEAST VASTLY INCREASING 
Tokyo THE TONG-IL ITLBO in Japanese 12 Aug 80 p 2

[Text] South Korea's export market ie diversified; exports to Southeast 
Asia and the Middle East are increasing particularly fast. According to 
an analysis by the Ministry of Comrerce and Industry of export figures in 
the firet half of the year, the relative importance of the American and 
Japanese markete, the firet and second most important markets for South 
Korea, has greatly diminished and, conversely, such countries as 
Indonesia, Hong Kong, Saudi Aratia, and Kuwait have rapidly surfaced in 
importance, resulting in 4 vast improvement over the past dependence on 
the United States and Japan. 


The change in the export pattern was believed to be the result of rising 
demand for more industrial plants, ships, and some heavy chemical products. 
The export activities of these item were accelerated by the implementa- 
tion of the Poreign Market Diversification Policy, according to the 
analysis. Conversely, the drop in exporte to the United States and Japan 
was the result of a sharp decrease in the demand for plywood and textile 
fiber materiale; thie was attributable to the economic slump both coun- 
tries are experiencing today. 


The Export Trend in the Firet Half of the Year 


Total exports in the firet half reached 7,987 million dollars, repre- 
senting 4 17.%-percent growth over the same period of last year. Of this 
amount, exporte to the United States amounted to 2,162 million dollars. 
This shows the United States to be still the top market for South Korea, 
as in the past, but its growth rate was no more than 2.4 percent relative 
to the comparable period of last year. Its relat.ve share of total 
national exporte wae 27 percent--a drop of 4.2 percentage points from 

the firet half of last year, when ite share was 31.2 percent. On the 
other hand, exports to Japan were 1,454 million dollars, which represented 
a 10.5=percent drop from the same period last year. As a result, ite 





il 








export share dropped by 5.8 percentage points, from 24 percent to 18,2 
percent, 


The declining exports to the United States and Japan brought about a 
greater trade deficit. The trade balance against U.S. exports had been 
in surplus for 3 years starting in 1976, but in 1979, when the large- 
scale project including nuclear plant was imported, the trade balance 
went into the red. The deficit trend has continued through thie year; 
it amounted to 92 million dollare in the first half of the year. 


Exporte to the U.S. market slowed down when such main export items as 
plywood suffered a setback; less than half the amount of last year's 
sales was reached the first half of the year. The sale of synthetic 
resin, watches, and sound equipment also dropped drastically. Exports 
to Japan also slowed down because of the slow sales of export items such 
as textile fibers, which dropped to 40 percent of last year's figure. 
Among 10 major export markets, a sharp decline was noted in the case of 
England and Canada. This was attributed to the severe recession both 
countries are suffering at present. South Korea's exports to England 
declined by 13.6 percent and to Canada by 23.2 percent. 


On the other hand, exports to Southeast Asia and the Middle East greatly 
expanded. Saudi Arabia, the fourth largest market for South Korea's 
exports, with 268 million dollars in sales [the firet half of last year), 
took in 417 million dollars worth of goods in the first half of this 
year--a 55.8—percent increase over the same period last year. This 
reduced the difference between the fourth and the third runnerup, West 
Germany, by 29 million dollars. The 10th largest export market, Kuwait, 
has shown an 88.l-percent increase, with 131 million dollars. The com 
bined total value of export goods to Saudi Arabia and Kuwait jumped from 
4.8 percent to 7 percent of the nation's overall exports. 


The rate of increase in exports to Southeast Asia is also noteworthy. 
Exports to Hong Kong, worth 355 million dollars, marked a 47.7-percent 
increase, while the Indonesian export market expanded from 43 nillion 
dollars to 132 million dollars--an increase of 206.4 percent! Further- 
more, the Indian market showed a fourfold gain, from 23 million dollars 
in the first 6 months of last year to 86 million dollars. The most 
popular export items included iron and steel, cement, fertilizer, and 
automobile tires, 40.8 percent of the exports on the average, which were 
believed to have been exported to Southeast Asia and the Middle East in 
large quantities, according to an analytical report. 


In import trading activities, the drastic price rise of crude oil from 
the Middle East caused a 100.5-percent increase. However, imports from 
Asian neighbors and Europe were reduced, and imports from North America 
leveled off at a 7.5=percent increase. The trade deficit rose to 2,875 
million dollars, included a deficit of 3,867 million dollars through 
trading with 10 major trading partners, including the United States and 
Japan. 
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Among the 10 [major] partners, the only trade surplus was noted against 


veat Germany, with 88 million dollars in faver of South Korea.

YOUTHS RECLAIM TIDAL LAND OF ONGJIN PENINSULA 
Pyongyang NODONG CHONGNYON in Korea 17 Jun 80 p 3 


[Article by Chong Ch'ang-eu: "A True Story: Youthe Who Transformed 
ideale Into Reality”) 


[Text] We recently visited the youth work teams of the Haebang coopera- 
tive farm, located on the western edge of the Ongjin Peninsula. 


Spread out before use like a truly bewtiful picture were rolling fields 
reaching from the neat modern residential village as far as the eye could 
see to the shores of the Yellow Sea, with irrigation water nearly over- 
flowing the banke and the sound of tractors racing down between the fields, 
with five-color banners flapping in the breeze and joyous music coming 


from loudspeakers. 
We took in the whole sight with somewhat different feelings. 


Until we arrived here, the picture remaining in our minds was that of empty 
tidal flate, of the land of a few years ago where the only sounds heard 
were those of the wind and the birds. 


There was no way we could imagine reality transformed in this way in just 
a little over 4 year. ’ 


However, in our fatherland, where, | year is like 10, where no matter 
where you go great changes are taking place, there is no reason why this 
place should be any different. 


The comrade vice chairman of the management committee said the following 
to us, 48 we stared intoxicatedly at the transformed face of the tidal 
flats. 


"An artist came here in the autumn of the year before last. In passing, 
we asked him, since he was here, to do a painting for the bare walls of 
the management committee. A few days later he presented us with a paint- 
ing. It had a modern residential village, orchards, and regular fields 
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like 4 paduk board, When we asked him where on earth thie farm was, he 
replied that it was here, As our eyes grew large, he said that although 
this place is now 4 useless tidal flat, in the future it will ne doubt 
become like the picture, And he said that such was our party's ideal, 


"Then at the beginning of last year, youths recently discharged from 
military service came to reclaim the tidal flate. Whe would have known 
that they were to make thie place ae it is now?" 


We wanted to find out from how it was that these young military dischargees 
came here, and how they brought about this transformation that defies 
common sense, 


We talked with them until late at night. 


in mid-January last year, some mature-looking discharged youths were walk- 
ing along the tidal flat dike that separates the western shore of Haebang-ri, 
Ongjin County, from the sea. They had been walking since morning, and their 
shoes were covered with slimy mud. 


One comrade, who was peering intently at footprints on the dike, called to 
his comrades who had gone ahead. 


"Pyong-in, Hyon<ku, look at these footprints. Two days ago a man came here. 
Hie was about 168 centimeters tall, weighed about 65 kilograms, and stood 
with hie back to the sea for about 20 minutes. He was thinking something 
about the tidal flats, but he seems to have gone back without reaching a 
decision.” 


His comrades addressed him, who had inferred all of this from a footprint, 
and spoke, 


"There's something that is like a reconnaisance soldier about you.” 


Before them was spread the land which was not land, commonly called by 
local residents “the impossible dreas." 


The land lying before the youths was one where the cold waves of the Yellow 
Sea, blown before strong winds, leer over the top of the dike, where puddles 
were frozen over in places, where 4 sinister waterway pierced through, 

where the mud was waist deep, where deeply rooted reeds grew wild, and where, 
although the thin dike held back the sea, one never knew when the land might 
be under water. 


The circumstances that brought them to the tidal flats are as follows. 
Discharged from the military and dispatched to the Ongjin Peninsula, these 


youths wanted to make the most fulfilling contribution to the party and 
the revolution. 














Having stoutly guarded the socialist fatherland from a: ck by enemies 
yesterday, today their desire was to make blossom with their sweat this 
land that they had defended, thus giving great happiness and satisfaction 
to the great leader and the Party Central Committee, 


They came here having decided to develop these Haebang-ri tidal flace, 
where no one ever stepped forth lightly, and to gather a heavy harvest. 
On the day on which they spent about half a day walking around the tidal 
flate, they stepped forth asserting that they would reclaim the land right 
away tv plant seeds in the spring. 


The management committee discussed thie problem for several hours. 
This was an important problem for a single farm, 


Some people questioned how reparations would be made if after much seed, 
fertilizer, materials, and tractors were invested, the results came to 
nothing. They suggested either waiting 2 or 3 years or else trying some 
leas damp, higher spots as 4 test. 


But among these was one military functionary who claimed to have visited 
the flate as soon as he came to the farm. 


"We have been (rom guard post to guard post. Are not many young people 
completing the new Seven-Year Plan within no more than a few months? 
Trust use and leave it to us.” 


This was the earnest desire and conviction of the members of the youth 
work team. 


Having realized their desire, the youths set up mobile tents on the flats 
covered with enow, and every nipit as it became dark they made bonfires. 


Waterways stretched out to drain off puddles deeper than a man's height 
and to bring in fresh water. 


People were awakened by the sound of tractors and bulldozers mixed with 
the roar of blizzards of snow, as well as by the revolutionary songs 
sung by the youths. 


The youths carried out transplanting at the same time as the other work 
teams, and at times they even did transplanting a6 many as six times in 
fields that were dying due to salt water. 


Also, they stayed up all night blocking the banks that broke due to crab 
holes. 


"Thinking to give pleasure and satis’action to the great leader and the 
Party Central Committee by harvesting this forgotten tidal flat, we were 
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not aware of the cold or the difficulties. This desire of ours deepened 
with autumn, We carefully selected fully ripened grain from this harvest 
eo rich as to hide the ground and sent it as a present of loyalty to the 
great leader and the g.orious Party Central Committee, 





"Ite was the firat harveat from thie place, thie shore of the Ongjin Penin- 
sula which had been known as infertile land. 1 have never been as pleased, 
as thrilled, or as happy ae at that time, at that moment." 


Thus spoke the leader of the youth work team, Comrade Pak Yong-chin. 


After having talked with them until late at night, we came out early in the 
morning to the rolling fields. The emptiness of before had disappeared 
and the fields in front of us were even and neat. 


We heard in the fields that the youth work team has carried out tilal flat 
reclamation work ceaselessly this year as well. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Ll-song taught as follows in his New Year 
Address for this year. 


"In order to greet the Sixth Party Congress of the Korean Workers Party 
successfully and make this, the year of the opening of the party congress, 
the most shining year of our history, the whole party and the whole people 
will have to step forth.” 


These youths, who had decided to gather a greater harvest in this the year 
of the opening of the party congress, to give even greater happiness to 
the great leader and the Party Central Committee, rushed together as one 
at the beginning of the year to struggle to transform the remaining tidal 
flats into fields. 


It was land that was so permeated with salt that you could not find a blade 
of grass anywhere. 





However, the youths were firm in their resolve. 

Their united assertion was that idle land must be eliminated, and that all 
the land must yield harvests in the Onjin Peninsula, which basks in the 
great leader's immortal benevolence. 


They washed and washed again each inch of salt=-permeated soil with fresh 
water and grew each rice plant with warm fervor. 


Tens of times, hundreds of times more work and more sweat are buried in 
this soil than in the soil of other areas. 


"Here, where we are walking now, are fields that were reclaimed by the 
youths this year. At first I too found it hard to believe. As a place 
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where seawater had puddlied and dried, it had shown a white crust. 1 thought 
that mo matter how you washed it with fresh water, rice plants would never 
grow. Hut the youth work team removed the salt water so vigoriously that 
rice plante are now growing luehly.” 


These were the words of the comrade chief of the county irrigation manage~ 
ment office's Haebang diatrict work team, who toured the fields with us. 


Until seede were planted in the tidal flats, people thought it would take 
a few years at the very least. 


No one can help but feel great emotion at the struggle of these youths who 
reclaimed the land and raised a bountiful crop in just | year, not in a 
few years. 


That day we mentioned to Comrade Sh'oe Kwang-ch'un of the youth work team 
the story of the painting that was told to us by the vice chairman of the 
management committee. 


"The firet thing that caught our eyes when we entered into the management 
committee room, packs on our backs, was that picture. We stared long at 
the painting. It embodied the on-the-spot guidance given by the great 
leader in the Ongjin Peninsula, as well as our desire to make the far- 
sighted plan of the leader blossom fully. 


it seems as though that artist had captured on canvas the far-sighted pro- 
gram of the great leader. 


in the future we will continue to block off the sea, reclaim the tidelands, 
and realize overall mechanization. 


Thus we will beautifully transform the ongjin Peninsula into a more abund- 
ant, better place to live, as the great leader hopes.”

Our agricultural 
development has greatly benefited through the assistance provided by 
Korean agricultural specialists. Agricultural equipment generously donated 
by the Korean government has helped in our effort to mechanise agricul- 
tural production thereby considerably enhancing output. ry 


Our construction programme has also received a much needed boost through 
the generous provision of cement by the Government of Korea. On behalf 
of the Seychellois people I would like to extend our sincere gratitude 
to you the great leader Comrade Kim [l-song, president of the Democratic 
Peoples Republic of Korea, and to the Korean people for these generous 
gifte which have had a significant impact on our efforts to provide a 
higher standard of living for our people and to develop economic self- 
reliance. 


The Republic of Seychelles attained political independence in June 1976. 
in terms of nationhood, therefore, we are barely four years old. These 
four brief years, however, have been more significant in shaping the 
destiny of the Seychellois nation than the two ce turies of its colonial 
history. 











In the space of four years the Seychelles have been transformed from a 

mere appendage of a dwindling British empire to a country with a poli- 

tical will of its own. The colonial period in Seychelles left a legacy 
of institutions more adapted to the needs of colonial domination than 

to the fulfillment of the aspirations of the Seychellois people. 


it wae inevitable, therefore, that the fireat yeara of nationhood should 
be devoted to the task of evolving etructures of government more suited 
to the development effort and to the need for self-expression by the 
Seychellois people. This task is by no means completed but it is an 
essential phase in our post«independence development. We believe that 
development can only be sustained if we proceed from a firm base and for 
thie reason we are anxious that the etructures which we set in place 
reapond to the needs of the situation. Since the establishment of a 
socialist republic after the revolution of 5 June 1977, my government 
hae actively pursued a programme of reforms aimed at ensuring greater 
social justice and equality of opportunities for all Seychellois. 


The system of education was one of our primary targets in this respect. 
The elitist system of education evolved during the colonial era was, 
perhaps, the major factor contributing to the perpetuation of a social 
stratification system based on levels of affluence. A two-tier system 
catering separately for the rich and the poor was a firmly entrenched 
feature of education in the Seychelles. If a child came from a rela- 
tively affluent family he was enrolled, often before his birth, into a 
fee paying school which paved the way for a higher standard of education. 
|SK191750) A child from a poor family, on the other hand, attended a 
free government school in his village which provided a lower standard 

of education thus setting him immediately at a disadvantage. This 

system designed to ensure that social mobility was reduced to the mini- 
mum and that privileges acquired by the rich were perpetually safeguarded 
for future generations was by no means peculiar to the Seychelles. It 
is, in fact, a basic feature of any capitalist economy. 


Consequently, we regarded the task of democratizing the educational pro- 
cess to be one of the key areas of action in our plan to progress towards 
a socialist society. 


During the brief period since our revolution we have virtually accom- 
plished the task of devising and introducing a single education system 
through which every child, irrespective of social background, must go. 


This task was not an easy one to tackle. The cost of upgrading school 
buildings and of providing teaching personnel of a suitable calibre has 
severely stretched our limited resources. In retrospect, however, we 
are convinced that the investment was justified and that it will con- 
tribute towards the establishment of a more equitable society in the 
future. Our health services have also suffered from a deliberately 





vitally devisive policy, A dual system of medical care providing a free 
suvernment service to the poor on one hand and commercialised private 
medical care for the relatively more affluent on the other served to draw 
a turther wedge in the fabric of our society, Our national health plan 
introduced last year sought to rectify this situation by phasing our 
private medical practice and introducing a unitary system of heal... care 
providing an equal standard of service to every citizen irrespective of 
his level of affluence, The plan aleo sought to decentralise health 
services and to provide a uniform coverage throughout the republic in plac« 
of the highly centralised service which existed previously. 


Another area which called for urgent &tention was the need to correct 
decades of inactivity in the field of housing construction. The problem 
is Massive and it is not one where we can hope to have an immediate im- 
pact. We have inherited a situation of substandard houses and unplanned 
estates and the size of the investment required to correct these and to 
keep pace with the needs of a growing population will inevitably require 
a plan of action phased over an extended period. 


Politically, *he Republic of Seychelles remaine firmly committed to pur- 
sue an active policy of genuine nor-alignment. The world cannot afford 
to be divided into power blocs. 


Such a trend is bound to lead to increased polarisation between power 
blocs with the inevitability of an eventual confrontation on a global 
scale of proportions yet unknown during the history of mankind. in the 
Indian Ocean we are deeply concerned with the rapid escalation of foreign 
military forces in the region. An unprecedented growth in the foreign 
military presence in the region has taken place in recent years and our 
calle to turn the Indian Ocean into a zone of peace in accordance with 
wishes of the peoples of the area and in conformity with the United 
Nations assembly resolutions on the subject have so far fallen on deaf 
ears. We cannot continue to live under the threat of a nuclear holo- 
caust. Diplomatic activity must be intensified in order to ensure the 
speedy withdrawal of all foreign military presence from the Indian Ocean. 


Only then will the countries of the region be able to devote their full 
attention to the urgent task of improving the standard of living of their 
own citizens without any threat to their security. 


In order to achieve this objective, however, it is imperative that the 
non-aligned movement is developed into an effective organisation capable 
of concerting the actions of its members and of intervening in cases 
where peace is being threatened through the activities of the great 
powers. The salvation of mankind depends on a st ong non-aligned move- 
ment and every effort must be made in order to ensure that the movement 
is developed into an organisation capable of responding to the challenge 
of a rapidly evolving situation. 
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the continuing stalemate in the efforts to achieve the peaceful reunifi- 
cation of Korea is another tesuve which continues to be a matter of grave 
concern to the Seychellois people. The initiative undertaken by the 
Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea in this respect has the full and 
unequivocal support of the Seychellois people, Recent events which led 
to the establishment of a fascist military regime in South Korea 

have unfortunately cast 4 shadow on prospects for national reunification, 


in Seychelles we have expressed our condemnation of the new bloodthiraty 
regime in Seoul which has already claimed the lives of thousands of inno- 
cent people protesting againat ite oppressive rule, Shortly after the 
infamous Kwangju genocidal operation in May the Government of Seychelles 
severed diplomatic ties with the "government" of Chon Tu-hwan. Oppres- 
sion, however, can never last. Tyrants inevitably bow down in the face 

of popular rejection sooner or later as we witnessed on so many occasions 
in recent years. I am consequently optimistic that the fascist regime in 
Seoul will not last and that it may, hopefully, be replaced by a govern- 
ment which responds more readily to the aspirations of the people of 

South Korea, Only then can any meaningful progress be made towards the 
attainment of the ultimate objective of peaceful reunification of Korea. 
The people of Seychelles will, in the meantime, continue to support ini- 
tiatives aimed at national reunification and condemn imperialist manoeuvres 
to drive a wedge between the Korean people in an attempt to perpetuate the 
myth of the “two Koreas.” 


Respected comrade president, it is a great pleasure for me to be in Pyong- 
yang once again.

The struggle for reunification has been a long and arduous one but I 
am confident that the victory is in sight and that Koreans from north 
and south will soon be able to live together as brothers and sisters 
in a united family. 


The Republic of Seychelles also has its own problems. At the present 
time we are particularly concerned at the continuing growth of foreign 
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military rivalry in the Indian Ocean. The proliferation of military 
bases and the convergence of warships into the area pose a serious threat 
to peace and atability in the region. The calla by the Indian Ocean 
states to restore the area into a gone of peace in accordance with 
United Nations General Assembly resolutions continue to be disregarded 

by the foreign powers concerned as they compete for military supe icity. 


Unless the countries of the Indian Ocean can realise their legitimate 
aspirations to live in an area free from the threat of foreign military 
confrontation or intervention their efforts to raise the standards of 
Living of their people will continue to be frustrated. The Indian Ocean, 
consequently, must be turned into a zone of peace without delay.
